'They farm on hills that 
we would consider Impossible. It 
p,>nnis peed to see evergreens 
again. 'They have many good 
horses here which came from 
Russia.

’’ZOOT SUITS" DEVELOPED 
BY UNIVERSITY SCIENTISTS 

Behind the locked doors In the 
laboratories of the University of 
Southern California a group of 
scientists have been working for 
two years on a secret war-time 
project which can now be ex¬ 
plained. 

In a centrifuge on campus, 
w-hich is the largest in the world, 
the famed "G-sult,” designed to 
Ov ercome blackout for Army and 
Navy flyers during combat and 
bombing maneuvers, has been de- 
vc oped along with three other 
centers in the Kast.

Weighing less than three 
pounds, the "Zoot Suit” of nylon 
automatically overcomes the pull 
of gravity by letting air Into five 
bladders at the flyer’s abdomen, 
thighs and calves. ’The higher 
the "G” or gravity pull, the 
greater the constriction on the 
lower limbs which permits the 
heart to pump the proper amount 
of blood to the head. Without 
the suit, the pilot’s vision be¬ 
comes blurred and his senses 
dulled during a steep dive. At 
10 G’s a 200-pound man weighs 
one ton and his blood is heavier 
than molten iron. 

Tests in the S. C. centrifuge 
include rotating the subject at 
the rate of 60 miles per hour at 
the end of a 46-foot beam.
